CSHA News 


From the State Secretary 

Lots of good news this month! Regional Vice- 
President Joe Droeger assures us that there will 
be a horse show in connection with the conven- 
tion this year, and it will be really something. An 
honest-to-goodness State Chamvionship Show of 
three or four performances. The rules haven't 
been laid down yet, but it appears that possibly 
only blue ribbon winners from County and Dis- 
trict Fairs and National Shows will be eligible to 
compete. This looks awfully good, as it would 
really give us a State Champion in each class, 
with only the cream-of-the-crop competing. 


The convention dates have been tentatively set 
at October 10th, 11th, 12th, and 13th—so start 
your plans now. There are many great attractions 
being planned to make this convention the most 
super-colossal horse event ever held anywhere!

At a meeting of Region No. 3 held in Oakland, 
there was considerable discussion regarding the 
theft of saddles and equipment. It was suggested 
at that time that the CSHA consider maintaining 
a saddle registry and possibly post a reward for 
the arrest and conviction of persons stealing a 
registered saddle. Since then, numerous saddle 
houses in differtn parts of the State have been con- 
tacted with the view of obtaining their reaction 
to the following tentative plan: Each saddlery 
indicating a willingness to cooperate in the plan 
would register with the CSHA and obtain a num- 
ber and a book of registration blanks. Under the 
seat jockey on the left side they would stamp into 
the leather their number followed by the number 
of the saddle. 


This would apply to new saddles. We are sure 
that most people would bring in their old saddles 
to be similarly registered. It was generally con- 
sidered that $1.00 would be a reasonable charge 
for this service, 50c going to the saddlery and 50c 
to the CSHA for the maintenance of these records. 


Some of the police authorities have been 
sounded out on the idea, and they are most en- 
thusiastic about it. From their point of view, it 
would work perfectly. They could contact the 
CSHA and in a few seconds find out who made 
the saddle and who the owner was. We forgot to 
mention, the registration blanks filled out by the 
saddlery would be in triplicate or quadruplicate— 
one copy for the owner of the saddle, one for the 
saddlery and two for the files of the CSHA.
